DEAR UNCLE 
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THE COMIC

Article 1 of the Consti- 
tution grants Con- 
gress the right to dic- 
tate the nation's copy- 
right laws. For the better 
part of two centuries, Con- 
gress has indeed been dic- 
tating, but only very slowly 
and only very badly. After 
years of patching and ex- 
tending a decades-old om- 
nibus copyright code, Con- 
gress finally passed a com- 
pletely new statute which 
became effective last Jan- 
uary 1 . 

Not surprisingly, our 
spanking new copyright law 
isn't working very well. 

Publishers, who seemed 
to have the upper-hand un- 
der the old law, and crea- 
tors, who are nominally the 
benefactors under the new 
one, have already been at 
each others' throats. Al- 
ways combative in the past, 
publishers, writers and 
artists have been positively 
ferocious in negotiations 
this year. Copyright hassles 
between freelance talent and 
publishers have been espe- 
cially gruesome and a flurry 
of harsh words, shoot- 
from-the-hip contracts and 
nasty lawsuits have been 
the inevitable result. 

None of this has es- 
caped the comic-book 
industry, of course. 
As usual, they've managed 
to make more of a mess of 
the situation than any other 
segment of the American 
media. F^rt of the industry's 
problem, of course, is the 
fact that comic books are 
written and drawn almost 
exclusively by free-lance 
talent. Part of the problem 
is that creators and publish- 
ers never quite acknowl- 
edged the existence of the 
old copyright law. And part 
of the problem is that com- 
ic-book companies have al- 
ways been largely minor- 
league thinkers. 

Unfortunately, of course, 
most of the problem 
the industry is having 
with this admittedly diffi- 




iaws is di- 
rectly allribuiable to the in- 
ane, get-ii-while-you-can, 
nickel- an d-dime mentality 
that has pervaded the busi- 
ness ever since the days 
when comics actually cost 
nickels and dimes. 

The newest copyright 
hassle began early in the 
spring when Marvel de- 
cided it needed a written 
agreement between itself 
and the freelancers it hires 
to produce comics. Mar- 
vel's legal staff went to 
work. 

In the past. Marvel had 
been returning most of 
of the original artwork 
but buying most available. 
North American, foreign 
and reprint rights under a 
legally questionable 

"agreement" rubber- 

stamped on the back of its 
payment checks. Attempt- 
ing to come up with a more 
substantial arrangement 
(read: one that would 
stand up in court). Marvel 
worked up a one- page, 
single-spaced agreement. 
Rather than simply codify- 
ing what it was already do- 
ing, however. Marvel's new 
agreement, which was pre- 
sented to all freelancers, 
tried to seize absolute, total 
and dictatorial control. 

It sUted, in part, that the 
artist or writer "grants to 
Marvel forever all rights of 
any kind and nature in and 
to the work." Moreover, 
it said. Marvel had "the 
right to use" the creator's 
name to promote the prod- 
uct. The agreement also 
stipulated the creator gave 
Marvel "exclusive copy- 
right proprietor(ship)" and 
"all rights of ownership." 
Just for good 



Marvel's agreement de- 
manded the creator "not 
. . . contest Marvel's exclu- 
sive, complete and unre- 
stricted ownership in and to 
the work." 

Led by Neal Adams, the 
closest the comic-book in- 
dustry will get to Don Qui- 
xote, several freelancers re- 
belled. Bui they didn't try 
to simply amend and equal- 
ize the Marvel proposal. In- 
stead they seized the oppor- 
tunity to create the "Comic 
Book Creators Guild," 
propose a radical new pay 
scale and suggest the Guild 
be the "sole bargaining 
agent for the free-lance tal- 
ent working in the comic- 
book field." 

In response to Marvel's 
overly -restrictive agree- 
ment, Adams and cadre 
came up with some overly- 
idealistic counter-demands: 

• Marvel would buy first 
North American rights 
only. Buying first foreign 
rights would cost an addi- 
tional 25 percent. Reprint 
rights would cost an addi- 
tional 50 percent. 

• All artwork remained 
the property of "the tal- 

-' While the creator 
agreed to allow Marvel to 
use his name and likeness 
for promotion, he could 
withdraw the right "for 
good cause" upon 30 dayS 
notice. 

• "All disputes and con- 
troversies of every kind" 
would be determined by ar- 
bitration. 

The new payment scale 
stipulated a $300-a-page 
artwork rate, a SlOO-a-page 
script rate, a $40-a-page let- 
tering rate and a S70-a- 
page coloring rate. Al- 



though present rates vary, 
Marvel is now paying about 
a $100 a page for artwork 
and about $20-$25 a page 
for stories. 

The ramifications of the 
Marvel and "Guild" pro- 
re massive and 
could take pages of this 
magazine— pages I do not 
have. 

Of paramount impor- 
tance in the matter, how- 
ever, is whether the comic- 
book industry can survive 
this upheaval, regardless of 
the agreement eventually 
adopted. Will the co 
panies agree to a 300-400 
percent rate rise in an al- 
ready marginal industry? 
Who really owns the art- 
work, especially material 
depicting characters al- 
ready owned by the com- 
pany? Who owns the rights 
to a story or artwork using 
a character owned ' by . 
comic-book company? Is 
it the company? The wri- 
ter? The penciler? The ink- 
er? Is the "guild" of free- 
lancers really workable? 
Will the companies circum- 
vent the matter by simply 
hiring staff artists and w 
ters and ignoring freelanc- 
ers? Would a set rate 
payment be unfair to more 
talented creators by offer- 
ing them no more compen- 
sation than less talented 
artisans? Will the compan- 
ies consent to buying stories 
and artwork about a char- 
acter owned by an individu- 
al rather than demanding 
they own the character as 
well? How is the creator of 
a character compensated 
fairly if the company owns 
the character he created and 
then merchandises it to 
other media? Do you trust 
Neal Adams and Jenette 
Kahn and Stan Lee to help 
set precedent in a matter as 
complicated as copyright 
law? 



Interesting indeed. And 
perhaps bound to decide 
the fate of comic books 
as we know them for dec- 
ades to come. Stay tuned, 
friends.
